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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments to method claims 13 and 14 include limitations such that there are three 
substantially spherical markers that are closely grouped together. These limitations have not been previously presented in any method 
claim. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants assert that Reimels do not disclose or 
suggest the specific shape or number of markers. This argument is not persuasive because there is no claimed difference from Reimels 
other than density, size, shape or the number of radiopaque elements. Prior to the instant invention, one of ordinary skill in the art would 
have recognized that increasing the density and/or size of such markers makes them more readily detectable. Otherwise, the claimed 
device performs no differently than that of Reimels. As far as the markers being closely spaced or substantially fixed, these are relative 
limitations as the markers of Reimels can be reasonably interpreted as being closely spaced or substantially fixed. Applicants assert that 
Reimels does not teach a distinctive shape, this argument is not persuasive because Reimels teaches rectangular strips are visible in an 
x-ray and are distinct from the internal human anataomy. Regarding the rejection of claim 11, applicants assert that it would not be 
obvious to combine the two types of marking technologies. This argument is not persuasive because adding the marker of Ishikawa to the 
device of Reimels allows for a remote means of tracking a sponge while retaining the ability to visually identify a lost sponge in a patient x- 
ray after surgery. Regarding claims 13 and 14, applicants arguments are based on amendments that have not been entered and which 
include embodiments which have not been previously presented in any method claims. 
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
